""No cold weather—not & bit of ive yet—
open winter until February—can’t make
ice cream without jee—ice scarce in spring
and summer—Dbigger prices—Italinn poor—
Ford Commitiee—charge more for ice cream
because we pay more for ice—see?"’

With that idea in his mind the newspaper
man visited florists, butchers, beer sellers
and even undertakers, In each and every
instanee they could only echo the query:

“Where's the ice to come from for next
summer”’

WHAT THEY MOST FEAR.

They are all perplexed. The one pars-
mount fear is that the scarcity of ice which
will result from the mild winter will canse
higher prices. Pork and meat packing
companies which have not got artificial ice-
makers sre already caught. A few are be-
ing supplied with smail quantities of ice
from Western beef dressing bouses. The
others simply do without.

Looal ice dealers sre disconraged. There
is not & pond, river or lake in Westiern
FPennsylvania that has yet produced a single
cake of ice thick enough to put in the
chute. At this time last winter one dealer
had 1.200 tons alreaay stored and was as busy
us he could be. Lake Erie, which is usunllr
& bountiiul ource of supply for Allegheny
enunty, has not forwarded us muoch as a car-
load tor shipment from Erie up to yester-
day. The railroads report a big difference
to this date in the amount of ice they carried
up to January 10 from Erie and Chautanqus
lankes and from points in Ohio.

The Chauntanqua Lake Ice Company is
the lurgest doing business in the city. Mr.
Wilsou, the Secretary, said yeﬂtﬂdtg after-
100D in reply to the reporter’s questions:

*We huve not yet been gble to harvest any
e for next summer's trade, Chantaugua
Lake has

XOT YET FEOZEN OVER.

TUsually at this time of the year we have s
considerable quantity of ice stored. But
thic winter has been so0 open that the very
little cold westher we have had bas bronght
us no ice. However, it may torn out cold
enough ¥etin Javuary and February, and
the winter may be so late that in the end
the crop will be large. While we have not
had snything to do this season vel, we are
not alarmed.”

“Will the open weather thns far experi-
enced conse an advance in the price of ice
nest summer™'’ asked the writer.

“We cannot answer that yet,” replied
Mr. Wilson. *It sll depends ﬂ:hrely on
the severity or mildness of the winter yet to
come. It might be possible that in the next
two months we will hsve wenather cold
euough to make up in the quantity of ice
hu:l.m:; in December and early Jaouary.”
